legislation on land titles. A great 
many people had brought up the sub 
jeet to Mr. Puffer and a petition sign 
ed by over 100 inen had been sent tc 
the government 

“Qonsider the conditions,” said Mr 
Puffer, “a husband can sell all his 
property without consulting his wife- 
all the property held and earned by 
both He can sell his homesteac 
and. chattels without consulting hi: 
wile. Women can own property ir 
their own right, but speaking gener 
ally the man owned the property ir 
Alberta, and he could dispose of i 
by will, also without consulting o1 
informing his wife or children, 

“If a hushand dies without a will 
his wife is in quite another position— 
she cannot sell or dispose of the pro 
perty tor herself or her children, Sm 
must have an administrator and the 
vexations of delay, while the preperty 
might have supported the childrei 
when small Women have spoker 
very bitterly of ‘their position in this 
regard,” said Mr. Puffer. 

“This difficulty exists and causes ¢ 
lot of hardship for women. Family 
disputes may exist—lo exist, Legis 
lation ig néeded te caver excfptiona 
cases, ag now l? \, n i 

‘Many Mefathd even jiifees had ad 
mitted something should be done 
Here Mr. Puffer warmly evlogized thy 
work of wornen in the west, and stat 
ed that while almost all the marrie 
couples who went homesteading pros 
pered, that the bachelor homesteade: 
failed to make good, because he wa: 
not married and had not the help of « 
wifé.  Mr., Puffer concluded with ay 
earnest plea for this resolution to b 
adopted. 

Mr. Bredin Supports It. 

Mr. Fletcher Bredin, who secondec 
the resolution, said: “In rising t 
second the resolution of the honorabk 
member for Lacombe, I wish to say 
that on more than one Occasion my 
atetntion has also been called to thir 
matter by women of this province, hh 
every case in which I was spoken to 
the women felt that the law was no 
fair and equitable towards them 
either as to the disposition of thei 
husband’s property while he lived o. 
after his death, 

“The way the law now stands th 
husband can make any disposition 0. 
his estate that he likes, either by 
sale, or will, and can, if he so de 
sires, ledve his wife penniless. Ther 
can be no two opinions as to the in 
justice of the law in this respect. 

“In the provinces of Prince Edwarc 
Island, New Beunawick and Ontaric 
the wife is entitled to one-third, anc 
the husband cannot sell without the 
wite releasing her dower, In Mani 
tobu there is no dewer while the hus 
band is alive, and on his death the 
wife is absolutely entitled to one-thira 
of his estate, and cannot be deprives 
of her third by will or otherwise. 

“It is said that if the law is chang 
ed it will lead to a great deal of lit 
gation that does not now take place 
‘The most of the litigation arises from 
the fact that the dower is only a lit 
estate. If the dower is made abso 
Jute, it will do away with the greate: 
part of the litigation that possibly 
might arise. 1 submit, Mr. Speaker 
that if Jitigation is required to ob 
tain justice for the wives and mother, 
of this province, it is better to have 
litigation than injustice,” 

Wife Can Say ‘“Go!l" 

Mr. Rosenroll, rising to speak 
against the resolution, drew upon hiv 
experience as a lawyer in the west 
He said the law had better remain ar 
it was, and no risk should be run it 
connection with the Land Titles’ Act 
one of the best in existence, he be 
lieved. 

Women in Alberta had equal rights 
with their husbands, he believed, anc 
sometimes more. 2 

For instance, if a woman owned the 
home or property and tired of hei 
husband she could say “Go,"" and 
send him off. But he could not de 
that with her, It was a revelatior 
to him that any woman had to endure 
hardship through the law as at stoma: 

The only cause he hac 
known in 12 years of conyveyanelpe 
was of a woman who left her husbanc 
for another nan, and then came Cem 
pluining that she couldn't get at het 
lhusband’s — property (Laughter.) 
‘There was nothing to prevent a man 
and wife here from holding their pre 
perty in community.

Ti any 
jody thought this proposed reduction 
i the hours would inerease the de 
nand for workmen, and — therefore 
vould inerease wages, | hope that idea 
yould be dispelled, because it was 
juite certain trom an economic point 
af view, that a man’s wages would de- 
vend in the long run upon his out- 
nat. 

This point will be dealt with when 
ve discuss later on the question of 
utput, 


More Comfort in Life. 

I think the demand for this legisla 
ion by so large a number of men, who 
ive by coal mining, ought to’ have 
ie greatest respect paid to it by this 
douse. | do not think the men want 
onorter hours to damage the trade by 
vhich they live, but rather to culti- 
ate to some extent the amenities of 
some life; to improve themselves men-

governmental interf .nee, 

Action is World-Wide. 

Austria was the first country to leg- 
ally regulate the hours of workers in 
¢oal mines and in 1&4 preseribed a 
limit to the miners’ work shilt, a lim- 
it which was greatly reduced by a 
subsequent law passed in June, 1901. 

The French act brought into effect 
in 1905 provided that the hours of 
work in mines should be gradually re- 
duced from their present mimber to 
vight hours per day. The proposed 
British bill of 1907 followed this ex. 
ample. That bill stated that the 
aours of work below ground in coal 
mines should bo gradually reduced 
till they reach the limit of eight 
hours, 

A bill in the spring or the year went 
is far as the second reading, but it 
was finally decided to hold any legis- 
lation until the report of the imperial 
cool commission was received. When 
parliament met again in August the 
question was deferred until the session 
4 this year, when there jis every rea- 
son to believe that thie legislation will 
be passed, 

Germany had also stringent colliery 
legislation, The German government 
vealized that in the high temperature 
if pits, six hours was long enough to 
be employed underground. The law in 
Holland came into force November 
Ist, 1906, and provides for a nine hour 
lny.) After January Tst, 1908, & 1-2 
hours a day, In Holland they reckon 
the time irom the beginning of the 
escent to the beginning of the ascent. 
Che law provides that persons at work 
where the temerapture exceeds &6 de- 
grees Fahrenheit or where very great 
inconveniconce is suffered from water, 
should not remain below longer thau 
4ix hours a day. 

In Belgium a commission was ap- 
pointed last year to enquire into thie 
subject and their report is being await- 
ed with considerable interest. 

In the United States of America es- 
tablished constitutional difficulty inas 
made it diflicult to regulate the hours 


2 labor. Im endeavoring to frame 
any such laws the state legislatures 
MW the United States are confronted 
by the impossibility of - reconciling 


such laws with the provisions of the 
constitution which prohibit them from 
loing anything to impair the right of

Difficulties Across Border. 

The Suprme’ court of the United 
Stutes has asserted the right of the 
sederal authorities to enforce the limi- 
ation of hours of labor in certain 
mines where poisonous fumes arise, 
Sut has refused to include coal mines 
in the same category, so that the legal 
-imitation of hours in coal mines in 
the United States would appear to be 
impossible, 

As a matter of fact the eight hour 
lay is in toree in the coal mines over 
1 large part of the United States, and 
more than half of the bituminous coal 
produced is mined under such condi- 
ions. The states of Arizona, Mary- 
land, Missouri. Montana and Wyom- 
ing passed legiskation restricting the

It has been suggested, of course over 
ind over again that restriction of the 
nours of labor might be obtained eith- 
‘vr by the voluntary action of the em- 
jloyers or by the efforts of the trade 
inions instead of by legislation. In 
his province in ons or two small 
nines eight hours has been granted by 
voluntary action of the employers, In 
he majority of mines it has been fix- 
ul by agreement between the operat- 
ra and the unions. 

On the other hand the unions have 
eldom been able to tix the same hours 
ill over the provinee so as to put em 
dloyers ull upon the same footing. 
Che result being that the hours of 
abor in the mines of this province 
/ary considerably. 1 think it is safe 
O say that we may reject voluntary 
soncession a8 utopian. The eiforts of 
Wade unions on the other hand has 
woved itseli to be expensive not only 
© the men employed and te the em- 
ployers, but te the consumers of this 
province, a8 Witness in the appalling 
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strikes that in the past have been 
found necessery to bring the owners 
and men to ‘nm greement. 1 think it 
is well within the mark to say that 
hese all advocates of the eight 
our days in the province of Alberta 
are in favor of obtaining it by law 
It is certainly desirable that there 
should be general uniformity, 
Evidence Before Commission. 

An illvetration of the effect of this 
lack of nnitormity came. out in the 
investigation éarried on by the Alberta 
coal commission, the facts of which 
are as follows = 

Mr. Chariton Dixon, manager of the 
Canada West Coal and Coke company, 
of Taber, favored a uniform system, 
Thia mine employs 190 men under. 
ground and 22 men above und it has a 
daily outpnt of 260 tons, The hotirs 
of that mine are set by/agreement and 
fare eight hours at the face with half 
an hour for dinner 
“Mr, Dixon was asked for sugges: 
tions by the Hon, Chief Justice Sifton, 
chairman of the coal commission, and 
he replied: ‘We cannot afford to work 
under present conditions. For the 
“ight hours of work we pay higher wag 
es than our biggest competitor. We 
pay ior the coal as mined ot a better 
rate while our competitor pays for it 
ag screened, With a handicap of two 
hours and lees wages it is going to be 
such that it will be prohibitive for 
us. In the selling of our coal we 
cannot buck up against a place that 
has a developed mine; that has a 
pretty good outlay in the way of mu- 


rours more every day and pay less 
wages than we do.” He. had in mind 
the Lethbridge mine.

A CESSATION IN THE

Bonds Are Favorites With Those Who 
Invest, Says Henry H. Clews— 
Trancactions in Stocks Decline 
Over 50 Per Cent.—Industrial Cur- 
tailment. 


“There has been a world-wide ces- 
sation of speculative activity; also 
more or less recession in general trade 
and industry, with the result of great- 
ly diminishing the inquiry for loan- 
able funds,”’ says Henry Clewe in his 
New York report for last month, ‘This 
decline in interest rates comes at a 
inost fortunate time, and has also ex- 
erted a strengthoning effect upon se- 
curity values in the foreign markets. 
British consols have shown an unus- 
ual advance and ate now quoted at 86 
5-8, a recovery of over 6 points. In 
this market the effects of easier money 
been most notable in bonds 
Since the Ist of January it is estimat- 
that bond sales have increased 
fully 26 per cent., while transactions 
in stocks have declined nearly 50 per 
cent, There has also been a good in- 
vestment demand for preferred and 
guaranteed stocks, Lack of confidenc: 
has had considerable to do with turn- 
ing the investment demand in these 


lirections, since any business reac- 
tion which may have to be endured 
will fall entirely upon the common

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CITY COUNCIL MEETING 


Special Committee Appointed to Inv estigate the City Health Depart- 
ment Presents Report Recomme nding Resignations of Medical 
Health Officer Ternan and Mea ith Inspector Main, and Dismis- 
sal of Sanitary Foreman Ander son—City Must Refund $200 to 
Each Liquor Licensee as Result of Judge Scott's Recent Deci- 
sion—To Make Test Case of Lia bility of Landlord For Debt Con- 


tracted by Tenant. 


The sensational report of the special 
committee appointed to. investigate 
the administration of the health de 
partment of the city drew a big gal 
lery of spectators to the regular meet 
ing of the city council Tuesday even 
ing, at which Ald. Bellamy presided 
in the absence of Mayor MeDougal 
and at which all the aldermen were 
present except Ald. Gariepy, who iF 
in the east, The principle recommen 
dation of the report of the committer 
called for the resignations of Medica. 
Health Officer Dr, W. A. P. Ternan 
appointed to this $2,000 position less 
than a year ago upon the resignation 
of Dr. Irving, the present provineia 
medical health Officer, and of Healt) 
Inspector Main, and for the immedi 
ate discharge of Sanitary Foremar 
Anderson, The report was sensationna 
to a degree, charging the grossest mis 
management of the department anc 
fixing the responsibility. It showec 
a comprehensive and careful investi 
gation by the committee entrusted 
with the task. The reading of th 
report caused a decided stir amony 
the spectators. At the suggestion o 
Ald. Manson, chairman of the com 
mittee, the consideration of the Iv 
port was held over for a week in or 
der to allow Dr, Ternan an opportun 
ity of defending himseli. 

“Woe find,” the report read, ‘tha 
there has been gross mismanagemen 
and reckless expenditure of money it 
the sanitary department. The team 
hired by the city have been working 
only very few hours each day and thi 
time spent in unloading at the nuis 
ance ground has been far too long 
The foreman, Mr, Anderson, stated i 
committee, that any teamster coulk 
unload a load in from 20 to 30 min 
utes whereas under strict observatior 
they spent from one hour and twenty 
minutes to one hour and forty minute 
in so doing. This we think is not ex 
actly as it should be. The forema: 
also states that if the teamsters onl 
had one hour to one hour and a hat 
left after unloading their load in th: 
nuisance ground it would be irupos 
sible for them to go and get anothe 
load, so they, the teamsters, migh 
just as well go home, thus reducin 
the working day for a man and tean 
to less than six hours a day 

Had Team on the Work. 

“We find that Mr. Main, the healt) 
inspector and the foreman (Andersor 
have a team on this work, though # 
present, for the last month, Janunry 
1908, Anderson says that he owns th 
team all by himself, There is nothin 


wrong in the fact that the foremm 
owns and works his own team ae ta 
ak that goes, but we find that th.

“This foreman has also 
bribes from the workmen in order tha 
they might be allowed to continu: 
at their work. 

“The method of gathering or rathe; 
of collecting the ashes ean be facili 
tated if the merchants and big user 
of coal were to be compelled by by 
law to build brick or cement pits 01 
the surface of the ground, Pits to be 
Gx6x2 1-2 deep, with brick or cemen' 
floor, also that ash barrels of the pri 
vate residences, exeept where there i 
ao large yard, be placed near the lan: 
which would facilitate the teamster: 
in handling them, Also that no slop 
or kitchen refuse be allowed to be put 
among the ashes, Ashes of themselve 
are clean and could very well be used 
to fill up many holes in the lanes and 
on some plots of ground, but when

Official Report Incorrect. . 
“The number of privvies In use 1 
the city is about 500, Of these some 
30 to 40 have not been cleaned during 
the lust six to eight months, Th 
remainder, 460, are fairly well attend 
ed to. As it is, there are five teams at 
present at night work--four hauling 
sanitary pails and one cleaning priv 
vies, According to Foreman Hansen’ 
statement these privvies should bs 
cleaned at least once — each, month, 
some every two weeks, but many morc 
once every six weeks. Hansen, 
foreman, says that ten to twelve 
is a good. big night's work ; 
e cleaned as many 
could not be done 
uceording to the

‘xactly up to the standard, This has 
some semblance of renson, because, if 
tman buys a good pail he does not 
want it exchanged for one of inferior 
nake, but in the summer time when 
the emptying is done into a tank 
wagon we cannot see why they are not 
‘mptied, Certainly these citizens are 
mying the same taxes and are en- 
titled to have their closets attended 
o notwithstanding the orders of the 
light foreman. 

Smallpox Case Cost Huge Sum, 

“We consider that there was lack of 
judgment on the part of the medical 
realth officer in connection with the 
juarantining of the Alberta hotel for 
mallpox, Judge Scott decided that 
is the patient was not, at the time o} 
nstituting the quarantine, actually in 
he building, the medical health offi- 
ver could not, under the Public Health 
ict, close the hotel, and on this 
rround gave judgment in favor of the 
1otel people. As to the expenses ii 


his case we find that not only ha 
he city been advertised as having 
smallpox in its midst, which is al 


vays a detriment to any city, but 
costs of $936.63 for quarantining the 
nmates of the hotel and legal expen: 
1s of $847, bringing the total of thi 
‘ase up to $1,784.70, simply throug! 
in error of judgment of the medica 
ealth officer, have been muleted or 
he city. 

“There is also the case of Mrs. C.

“And more recently there is th 
Stend case which has caused ver; 
nuch inconvenience to the people 0 
the house in which he lived as well « 
to himself.

night “till Moriday after dinner, in 
wder to allow the medical health o 
ticer time to have a camp established 
which he did so thoroughly that the 
patient and the nurse were trost-bitter 
he first night they were in it. The 
after all was said and done the med 
ieal health officer declared that the 
case was not smallpox and allowec 
the patient to go before he release 
the house that was under quarantine 

“It is certainly very strange tha 
Calgary, during the year 1907 had five 
vases of smallpox and the total ex- 
%eNse connected therewith being only 
600.35, whereas, Edmonton had thre« 
supposed cases and had to bear an ex 
yense of $2,074.20 plus the expenses 
of the last case, making in all about 
92,350, We do not wish to cast any 
veflections upon the physicians i 
charge of these cases, but some on 
vas blundered. 

“With reference to the Isolation 
hospital we beg to state there hav, 
been many complaints from doctors 
is well as the public generally regard: 
ng this institution. In many cities, 
uch as Winnipeg, Brandon and Cal- 
gary these institutions are in connee- 
tion with the public hospital and thi 
is as it should be, From the medical 
health officer there is a request fo 
more nurses, We deem it advisabh 
to have the nurses that are in train 
ing in the public hospital sent out 
chere, say One month at a time, and 
go in turns, so that they may learn 
something of this class of disease. 

“With reference to the milk supply 
of the city we beg to state that the 
medical health officer reports ast 
the condition of the different dairies 
seem satisfactory. All milk as well 
as butter should every few weeks be 
tested. Butter sold by many of the 
stores is not up to the. standard 
weight. 

Pickering’s Resignation Justified. 

“With reterence to the resignation 
of Veterinary Inspector Pickering w« 
beg to state that from the evidence we 
find that he was more than justified in 
refusing to allow the milk or cream 
from the partieular dairy, which caus- 
ed the controversy, to be sold and 
that Dr, Robertson was correct when 
he brought the matter beiore the 
public. The sample of milk from this 
dairy sent to the government analyst 
at Regina was found to contain tuber- 
cular bacilli and the matter was re- 
ported to the medica) health officer by 
telegram. If the medical health office: 
did not know that the milk was im- 
pure he should have upheld the in- 
spectors until such time as he was 
able to have the report from Regina, 
This confirms the inspector’s conten 
tion, and we think that the medica! 
health officer did not act in the best 
interests of the city when he allowed 
the dairy in question to sell milk o: 
cream when there was a suspicion that 
it was impure, One thing that th 
city should have is pure milk and un 
der no consideration should any milk 
be allowed if even there is the least 
suspicion of its being contaminated 
or diseased, 

The Recommendations. 
“We would recommend as follows

Will Defend Constables. 

In comparison with the denoument 
in connec'ion with the health depart- 
ment the interest in the other busi- 
ness transacted by the council faded 
into insignificance, Still it wos im- 
portant aud involved several questions 
of moment. :

This was the result of the cleanest and 
best offcialled game of the hockey 
league series this winter up to the pres- 
ent time, It was strenuous contest 
from start to finish and the largest 
crowd of the winter who well filled) the 
Strathcena rink were given the value of 
their money though the people of the 
university city did not have the pleas- 
ure of seeing their favorites win, But 
up to the last few minutes the result 
was a doubtful quantity and excitement 
was intense. 

The thonks of the patrons of clean 
sport are due to the referee and the judge 
of play, Messrs, Forbes and Breen of 
Wetaskiwin for their impartial work 
and their severeness in’ nipping in the 
bud any tendency to renghhouse mani- 
fested by the contestants. 

In all twenty penalties were handed 
out by the officials last night but the 
offences were all minor ones and the per- 
iods on the fence did not in any case 
exceed two minutes, The worst offend- 
ers were Whiteroft and Dunderdale and 
these two took to themselves half of the 
total penalties.

$125,000 FOR CYLLENE. 


New York, Feb. 11.—Considered one 
of the most promising stallions in Eng- 
land, the thirteen-year-old horse Cyllene, 
by Bona Vista, has just been sold by his 
owner, William Bass, a prominent Eng- 
lish turfman, for $125,000. 

The death of Pietermaritzburg at the 
Ojo de Agua stud, in the Argentine Re- 
public, on January 6, caused his owner 
to begin negotiations for a stallion to 
replace him, The sale of Cyllene was 
effected by cable, Lord Marcus Beres- 
ford, who manages King Edward's stud, 
having acted for the Argentine breeder. 
Pietermaritzburg cost $80,000 only a few 
months ago, 

Cyllene will be kept in England until 
June to falfil engagements made for 
him, after which he will be shipped to 
his future home. 

Mr. Bass paid $150,000 for Cyllene only 
a few months before the Derby of 1905 
which was won by his son, Cicero, the 
property of Tord Rosebery, who thus 
won his third Derby. “Danny” Maher 
rode Cicero, 

Mr. Bass before this had paid $125,000 
for the famous mare, Sceptre, and in 
due time she was mated with Cyllene, 
the produce being a filly, now two years 
old, which is in training with others 
of her owner's string. In five years, 
produce of Cyllene have won $270,000. 

Argentine turfmen are vieing with 
those of France in the liberal expendi- 
ture of money for the best English stal- 
lions. They were eager to buy Rock 
Stand, but August Belmont got him. 
They paid to the King of England $150,- 
000 for the Derby winner Diamond Jub- 
ilee.

Calgary, Feb. 11.—Cleorge Soery and A. 
T. Dobson, two California horsemen, 
have been in the eity for a few days 
sizing up the situation for the Dominion 
Fair meet. 

Messrs. Dobson and Seory intend bring- 
ing several large strings of horses up 
here to take part in the Western circuit, 
which the horsemen of Western Canada 
will probably form at the general meet- 
ing to be held in Moose Jaw on Wednes- 
day, the 12th.

Mr, Dobson steted that they did not 
look forward to doing so much  busi- 
ness this year, but were looking to the 
future, when the country would carry 
a big meet in each place. 

When asked how many hotses would be 
brought here if a proper cireuit were 
formed, he stated that at least fifty 
good running hofses wonld bo brought 
up, and they would not only make mon- 
ey, but would help others in this coun- 
try on a perfectly legitimate seale.
